IMAGINE the agonies of a child 
who has sucked his thumb for years 
and years! 
Think of the shame, 
ridicule, rebuke, exhortations, nag­ 
ging to which he has been exposed.

In order to help such a child you 
must win his co-operation and prove 
to him he can break the habit. To

way Philadelphia Is now figuring its returns on the investment of $200,- 
000 for the Republican National Convention. 
As Philadelphia computes its gains, 100,000 visitors will attend and 
will leave in the city the sum of $12,000,000. That is a lot of money and 
ot course it is a guess. 
However, a guess can be backed up mathematically and conven­ 
iently by estimates reduced to detail. So A. Russell Phillips, director of 
the hotel and tourist bureau of the Chamber of Commerce, has put 
among the larger items the “take” of the stores from convention visitors 
at $2.850,000; theaters and night clubs, $1,008,00; wholesalers and manu­ 
facturers, $1.524.000; transportation companies, $552,000. 
If this expert’s figures are close to the mark, it would seem that 
political conventions are a good buy at the price cities usually pay for 
them.

These are two 
ways of saying the same thing: private capital has piled up in bank sur­ 
pluses instead of renewing Americas productive equipment.—The Chris­ 
tian Science Monitor.

The Babsonchart confirms 
these reports. 
It has dropped from 
its peak of 120.5 In December to 
113.0 at tlie present time. This rep- 
i resents a total decline of only six 
i per cent. 
Steel On Toboggan Slide 
The biggest part of this six per 
| cent loss Is accounted for by a very 
sharp slowing down in one industry 
—steel and allied lines. Steel opera­ 
tions have plumm eted from 94 per 
cent of capacity in m id-December 
| to 67.0 per cent a t current writing. 
I This Is the lowest operating rate 
since last Summer. The decline has 
; completely erased the sensational 
I skyrocketing of steel operations last 
| Fall. 
Moreover, new steel orders 
are coming through so slowly th at 
at the m om ent they are not suffi­ 
cient to m aintain operations even 
at the present rate. I believe, how ­ 
ever, th at there will soon be a pick­ 
up. 
O ther pivotal industries such as 
textiles, shoes, paper and lumber 
have shared in the decline from the

Much of the gain can be 
credited to a substantial improve- 
! m ent in factory payrolls, farm in- 
j come, and investors’ dividends—all ; 
j of which are chugging along well 
j above last year’s figures.

! level of last M arch, while increased 
I public buying power has pushed J 
! total dollar sales up even higher.

Sparkplug of last F alls boomlet 1 
was the sudden revival of the heavy 
industries. 
This put the “oomph” 
in the 1939 recovery. Biggest worry 
of business men with whom I have j 
talked is the current slackening in j 
these industries. 
The gloom-mon­ 
gers fear th at the heavy businesses 
such as railroad equipm ent, road 
building m achinery, steel and iron, 
construction, and sim ilar lines will 
sink back in their bog of inactivity. 
My opinion is, however, th at the 
backlog of war business on hand 
will make 1940 a good year for these 
industries—with or w ithout further 
large Allied orders. 
Decline Sooner Than Expected 
My Outlook for the First Half of 
1940 called for the best six m onths’ 


period since 1929, but a t the same 
tim e lor downward dips. 
The drop 
since the turn of the year came 
quicker and has been sharper than 
I anticipated, but the W inter has 
also been more 
severe. Blizzards 
have tied up business from Hudson 
Bay almost to the Gulf of Mexico 
and from coast to coast. Neverthe­ 
less, business is still 14 per 
cent 
above a year ago which is in line 
with the 10 to 15 per cent gain th at 
I predicted. Moreover. I agree with 
the sum m ary of the Florida Busi­ 
ness Conference th at the downtrend 
should soon be halted and the back­ 
ground laid for renewed advance.

With the number of automobile 
owners registering in th? millions, 
the question of deductions for the 
cost of operation and maintenance 
of a motor-car frequently arises. 
The purchase price of an automo­ 
bile. whether it is to be used for 
business or pleasure, cannot be d?- 
; ducted from gro%s income. If used 
for business, it is a capital expendi­ 
ture; if used for pleasure, it is a 
personal expenditure—both deduc­ 
tions being expressly prohibited by 
the income-tax law. 
Several deductions, however, are 
allowable in connection with the 
cast of maintenance and operation 
of an automobile, used either for < 
business or pleasure. If used ex-j 
clusively for business, deductions * 
may be taken for the cost of gas-1 
oline, oil, repairs, garage rent, and 
other necessary operation and up­ 
keep expenses.

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Handling Mail For A rmy 
At Front Is Huge Task 


By KENNETH DOWNS

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES 
ON THE WESTERN FRONT—< via 
clipper)—It was 9 a 
nr, but the 
gray cold hung like a shroud over 
the village and the whole valley, and 
so it still seemed like dawn. 
The 
lorry drivers and their helpers flap­ 
per their arms to keep warm while 
they waited. 
Finally the tram, more than an 
hour late, steamed into sight. The 
drivers and their helpers jumped 
into their lorries and started up the 
motors. 
The train shunted eight 
baggage cars into a siding, tooted, 
and rattled down the valley. 
The cars had hardly stopped mov­ 
ing before the trucks were backed 
up to them and the helpers were 
swarming in and throwing out the 
packed mail sacks. 
Some B. E. F. 
trucks were backed up and Tommies 
were loading big mail sacks from 
England into their machine. There 
was much shouting and general 
hubbub as the crews raced to be 
loaded and away first. 


The daily important event of the 
armies—the arrival of the mails— 
was taking place. 
The train contained one day’s 
mail for one army. The lorries left 
for secondary distributing centers 
where the mail would be re-sorted 
to go in other, smaller lorries to di­ 
visions, there to be distributed to 
regiments and companies and fi­ 
nally individual troops. 
It sounds complicated, but actu­ 
ally, the whole distribution takes 
less than a day. Even the men in 
the outposts usually receive their 
mail by night, or at any event by 
the next night after its arrival at 
the army distributing center. 
There are roughly 15,000,000 let­ 
ters received and sent by the troops 
of the French armies daily, as well 
as thousands of packages. 
All of this mail is handled by the 
military postal service which has 
special trains and fleets of lorries 
and a large, highly-trained person­ 
nel which is mainly made up of 
troops who were employed in the 
civil post office in peace time.

(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, March 1—Claim­ 
ing 36 per cent of the nation’s en­ 
tire output, Pennsylvania today is 
setting the pace for the rest of the 
United States in the smelting and 
refining of zinc. 
Value of 
Pennsylvania’s 
yearly 
output exceeds $40,000,000, accord­ 
ing to figures compiled by the State 
Department of Commerce. 
The industry is largely centered 
in two widely separated sections of 
the state—Carbon county, in 
the 
northeast, and Washington county, 
in the southwest. Its seven plants, 
located at Palmer ton, Carbon coun­ 
ty; Donora and Langeloth, Wash­ 
ington county; Bristol, Bucks coun­ 
ty; 
Freemansburg, N ortham pton 
county, and Philadelphia, 
employ 
approximately 5,000 persons receiv­ 
ing wages and salaries of more than 
$8,000,000 a year. 
Although no zinc has been mined 
in Pennsylvania for 
many 
years, 
other 
factors 
contribute 
to the 
state’s predominance in the smelt­ 
ing and refining of this metal. Fore 
most among these are the proxi­ 
mity of great industrial markets for 
the smelter’s products, of fuel, and 
of ore from the nearby Franklin 
furnace region, in 
northern 
New 
Jersey. 
The most important use of metal­ 
lic zinc is in galvanizing, and other 
uses include the 
manufacture 
of 
brass, of zinc sheets, and of alloys 
other than brass. Sulphuric acid is 
an important by-product of

Robot Artillery Spotter 
British Surprise Weapon

secret new robot artillery ’’spotter” 
is Great Britain’s latest contribu­ 
tion to the war’s surprise weapons. 
The new device, now being turned 
out in large quantities as rapidly as 
possible in anticipation of a Ger­ 
man spring offensive, is expected to 
be brought into play when large 
scale artillery duels begin on the 
western front. 
Military experts predict the robot 
will largely outmode the World War 
stationary sausage balloon and will 
compete successfully with the re­ 
connaissance plane. 
The robot can detect the location 
of an enemy battery almost instan­ 
taneously, accurately charting its 
position for counter artillery fire. 
The robot is called a “sound- 
ranger.” It locates and computes an 
opposing battery by sound waves 
actuating 
a 
hyper-sensitive 
and 
complicated electrical apparatus. 
It can ‘spot” a single battery, al­ 
though many other batteries may 
be firing in the vicinity, and works 
even amid the tremendous Audal 
concatenation of front line opera­ 
tion.

Such children 
are often emotionally and will sud­ 
denly show a tendency to cry over 
small disappointments that a year 
be fore wouldn’t have bothered her 
at ail. 
Sooner or later she will show signs 
of heat intolerance. When others 
are comfortable in a rcom. she will 
complain of the heat. If her m oth­ 
er goes to her room in the midme 
of the night she will find that the 
child has thrown off most of the 
bed clothes. She may find it diffi­ 
cult to get to sleep, but once asleep 
she sleeps soundly.

L O N D O N — A powerful chain of 
salvage vessels today patrol the At­ 
lantic ocean ready to aid any ves­ 
sel that has been attacked by sub- 
j marine or damaged by mine, 
j 
This fleet of ships is controlled by 
| Dutch salvage experts, is capable 
of aiding vessels from the New­ 
foundland to the Irish coasts. 
They are claimed to be the most 
up-to-date vessels of their kind in 
the world. 
During 
peacetime 
these 
ships 
work around the British coast but 
because of tlie war and the large 
number of casualties at sea they 
have been sent further afield. 
New- Ship Launched 
One is now stationed off New­ 
foundland ana there are others off 
the Azores and Ireland. 
The latest of these salvage ves­ 
sels. the Zeeleuw, has just complet­ 
ed her trials and will soon join her 
sister ships. 
Although built to work in the 
fiercest seas the Zeeleuw has a 
draught of only six feet, this will 
enable her to pass through very 
shallow water and go to the assist­ 
ance of stranded vessels. 
Diving equipment and fire fight­ 
ing aparatus is carried by all of 
these powerful vessels. Special en­ 
gines are also fitted to drive large 
salvage pumps, each of which can 
disperse more than 1,000 tons ol 
water per hour from a stricken ship. 
Powerful Apd Speedy 
The flagship of these ships, the 
Zwarte Zee. claimed to be the larg­ 
est salvage tug afloat, is powered by 
diesel engines which give her a 
range of several thousand miles in 
which to search for disabled ship­ 
ping and a speed of 17 knots. 
A powerful radio room is also 
fitted to the Zwarte Zee. This has 
an 
ocean-wide 
receiving 
ran»,c. 
Radio operators keep a day and 
night vigil. 
The crews of these ships, all sal­ 
vage experts, face the Atlantic gales 
without setting foot on land for 
months at a time. But their pay 
is high and they all receive a shaie 
of salvage money.

For ye have 
the poor always with you: but Ms 
ye have not always. 
“For in that she hath poured this 
ointment on my body she did it for 
My burial. 
“Verily I say unto you, whereso 
ever this gospel shall be preachec 
in the whole world, there shall also 
this, that this woman hath done, be 
told for a memorial to her.” 
Just before this event Jesus hac 
told His apostles that “after two 
days is the feast of the passover 
and the Son of Man is betrayed 
be crucified. Nowhere is it recorded 
how the apostles felt when Jesus 
made these statements, and whether

Final figures show *hai the RFC 
Will reflect a $45,000.000 net lo&~ on 
Its operations during the 1939 fiscal 
year 
This is the first year that th^ 
agency has operated in the 'red '’ 
d ic e it was established in 1932 
Nevertheless. Federal Loan Ad­ 
ministrator Jesse Jones said that 
the RFC expects most of the loans 
non- in default eventually to be re­ 
paid in full. 
The treasury report disclosed that 
the RFC expects to lose $58,000.000 
or- the defaulted loans. The proba­ 
ble value of these loans is estimated 
at $390.000.000. 
The losses sustained on the loans 
however, will be absorbed by the 
corporations profitable operations 
in prior years. Up to last June, the 
RFC rolled up a surplus of nearly 
$70.000,000. 
The RFC’s biggest losses will re- 
tuJt from loans to closed banks 
Statistics show- that $103 000.000 <$ 
in default on bank loans.

amount, the corporation does not 
expect to get back more than $78 -

British Rationing 
System is Working

LONDON.—Rationing is working 
smoothly today in Britain. 
This is the opinion of foreign ob­ 
servers who find that outside of a 
certain amount of red tape there is 
no inconvenience or actual short­ 
age of food. 
The weekly allowances of com­ 
modities are: butter, four ounces; 
sugar, twelve ounce. ; bacon or ham, 
uncooked, four ounces. If the ra­ 
tion of bacon or ham is bough 
cooked, the allowance is three and 
a half ounces. 
Ration cards are not needed in 
restaurants, 
but 
each 
patron 
is 
given only one small piece of butter 
and only one lump of sugar for a 
cup of tea or a cup of coffee. This 
has started a system which reminds 
most Americans in London of the 
old Prohibition days in America. 
Waiters, with the air of doing a 
great favor, will look about furtively 
and bring their favorite customers 
an extra lump or sugar or a little i 
more butter. 
: 
Only ‘National Butter* 
Private brands of butter no longer j 
exist: there is only “ national but- j 
ter ’. This contains a certain per­ 
centage of margarine.

j been given a prominent place m 
| the rationing. Housewives who wish 
; to make marmalade are informed 
they may have three pounds of 
sugar per pound of oranges per per­ 
son per year. The fruit dealers re­ 
ceipt for the oranges must be pro­ 
duced. 
Coffee and tea are not rationed. 
“ We could probably ration coffee, 
said one official, “ but there woind 
be a revolution if we tried to ration 
tea.” 
W. S. Morrison, Minister of Food, 
made an eleventh hour concession 
when he announced persons buying 
a ham sandwich at a 
‘catering 
establishment” could eat it off the 
premises without giving up a cou­ 
pon. Previously, one had to eat it on 
the premises. Commuters say this 
may make all the difference be­ 
tween catching or missing a train 
if the sandwich is bought, for ex­ 
ample, at a railway buffet.

I feet the armed services. Seamen are 
getting 12 ounces of butter a week 
—three times as much as civilians— 
and six ounces of bacon or ham.
